"Killing women and children is impermissible" 


Answer: 

Imam Ibn Qudamah al-Maqdisi: 

"If they (the enemies) shield themselves in war by women and children and others who 
should not be killed, it is permissible to attack them with the intention of killing the fighters. 
This is because the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allaah be upon him) used the throwing 
machine even though there were women and children among them. Likewise, attacking the 
Muslims would lead to the disablement of the gihad, as the enemies would use this shield to 
protect themselves whenever they feel threatened by the Muslims. It is permissible to attack 
them whether the battle is raging or not, because the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allaah 
be upon him) did not wait to attack them only when the battle was in full swing." [As-Sarh 
Al-Kabir]After Imam Al-Mawwardi mentioned that it is permissible to use the throwing 
machine, he said: 

"The prohibition of the Messenger of Allah, peace and blessings upon him, on killing women 
and children refers to their captivity, as they are prey for the Muslims. 

However, if the women and children are in the 

If the women and children are in the war zone, they can be targeted as well as their men, 
because the war zone is an area in which it is permissible (to attack its people)."

Imam As-Safi'i said: 

"If the enemy protects himself in a mountain, a fortress, a ditch, with thorn bushes or other 
types of protection, it is permissible to hit them with throwing machines, catapults, fire, 
scorpions, snakes and anything that harms them. It is allowed to flood them with water to 
drown them or to obstruct them with mud. This is so whether women, children and priests 
are among them or not, because the (war) area is not protected by Islam or a treaty. It is also 
acceptable to burn their fruit trees or other trees and to destroy their buildings and all their 
things that have no soul.
